Fold 
over, turn on to a hot dish and garnish with 
parsley.

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Dissolve the Oxo in a 
large cup of hot water. 
Crumble the bread. Chop the crusts 
and the meat. Mix together all in- 
gredients except the potatoes. Moisten 
with the Oxostock and seasonifnecessary. 
Turn into a greased pie dish. Mash the 
potatoes nicely with a little margarine 
and/or milk. Spread over the meat mix-
